HE Semmer Quarter commenceth June che 1s; at 
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HAT in the night of Saturday, the iſt of December, 

1760, the terrible volcano, Veſuvius, began, with- 
out any of the previous ſymptoms, to vomit forth, by five 
different openings, aſtoniſning vortices of flame, with fright- 
ful torrents of lava. I preſume ſome account of that famous 
mountain, together with the devaſtations its eruptions have 
cauſed in the neighbouring country, will not be diſagreeable 
to the readers. 3 

This dreadſul mountain is ſituated about eight miles from 
Naples, on the eaſtern extremity of Campagne Felice, and 
ſurrounded on every fide with rural ſcenes, equally fruitful 
and pleaſing. To the eaſt is a noble plain, containing the 
towns of Nola, Palma, and Ottajano ; the river Saron flows 
near its foot on the ſouth ſide ; on the welt is the city of Na- 
ples, with part of its gulph; and, on the north, the delicious 
fields of Arcena and St. Arpino : Its circumference at the 
foot has been found, by actual menſuration, to be twenty- 
four miles; and the perpendicular height from thence to the 
ſide or edge of the old mouth three miles, and the ſmall 
mountain of aſhes, formed in the center of this capacious ba- 
ſon, a mile in height, But it muſt be remembered, that the 
form of the ſummit of Veſavius chanyes on every eruption. 
Formerly this mountain had only one tummit ; but frequent 
earthquakes have divided it into 5/0, That part which lies 
neareſt the ſea has loſt its ſummit, being worn away by its 
own fire, and become a plain bordered with rocks, and in 
the form of an amphitheatre ; in the center of which is the 
mountain of aſhes above deſcribed. This whole part is en- 
tirely barren ; not the leaſt ſhrub, or even a ſingle blade of 
graſs, being to be found upon it. The parts adjacent to it 
are indeed very fruitful, producing abundance of excellent 
corn and fruits, together with the beit wine in all Italy, 
called Vino Greco, or Lachryma Chriſti. This uncommon 
fertility is owing to the aſhes that mount Veſuvius throws 
into the plain, and which, diſſolving inſenſibly, incorporate 
with the ſoil, and prove the moſt excellent manure ; while 
the ſubterraneous fires keep the juices of the earth in a pro- 
per degree of warmth  _ | e 
The firſt eruption of this dreadful volcano, of which we 
have an account, happened in the year 81; when Dion tells 
us, that it threw up an incredible quantity of aſhes which 
filled the land, the ſea, and the air; that men, catile, birds, 
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fiſh, and countries, were injured by it; that Herculanea and 
Pompeii were burned; and that the inhabitants of theſe 
towns, being at that time ſeated in the theatre, were over. 
whelmed with the aſhes which were waſted to Rome, Africa, 
Syria. and Egypt. And in this eruption it was that Pliny 
the elder periſhed, whoſe unbounded curioſity carried him 
from Miſenus to Refini, in . to have a view of this 
aweful phznomenon. | 

It would extend this letter -to an enormous length, if I 
ſhould give an hiſtorical account of the various eruptions of 
this famous volcano; Jet it therefore be ſufficient to give one 
Inſtance of this terrible calamity ; namely, that which hap. 
pened in the year 1694; and which may be conſidered as 
one of the moſt dreadtul ever was known. Ia the night of 
the 6th of April, 1694, mount Veſuvius began to thunder in 
0 dreadful a manner, that the earthquares were ſtrongly felt 
at Naples. 

The next morning the whole country adjacent to the 
mountain was wholly covered with a cloud of thick black 
ſmoke, which ſhot-up from the mountain like an enormous 
pine tree ſpreading on every fide. This cloud of ſmoke 
was ſucceeded by a dreadful ſhower of aſhes, flaming mine- 
rals, and glowing ſtones, projected from the mouth of the 
wolcano to a very conſiderable height; and fell back, either 
into the frightful furnace, or on the adjacent country. In 
this manner the bellowing of the.mountain continued, till the 
23th of the ſame month; when there ruſhed from the fides of 
the old furnace two torrents of liquid fire, which, from the 
obſtruction it met with in its courſe, divided into ſeveral 
branches, flowed in different directions, and formed ſeveral 
beds or channels. The two largeſt of the fiery rivers advan- 
ced with a flow motion; the one towards Torre del Greco, 
and the others towards Refini. The fluid matter of which 
the burning rivers were compoſed reſembles melted metal; 
and in its courſe made a noiſe like carts loaded with iron. 
After blling two vallies, one of theſe torrents flowed into 
Solfarello, a valley about 200 palms deep; and by its fall 
' raiſed ſo thick a ſmoke, that the inhabitants of Naples ima- 
gined a volcano was opened there; and the inhabitants of 
Torre del Greco, Refini, and Portici, left their habitations, 
and fled to Naples in the utmoſt terror and confuſion. 
But a few days after put an end to their fears; the tor- 
Tent, 
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rent, which directed its courſe towards Torre del Greco, af- 
ter lowing ſix days without any intermiſhon, ſtopped within 
fifty paces of the town; and the other, which flowed thro” 
the valley of Solfarello, after lowing above four miles, con- 
denſed a little before it reached St. Jurio a Cremano, and a- 
bout a mile from the ſea. St 5 

Thoſe perſons who had the courage to approach as near 
the mouth of this dreadful volcano as the prodigious heat 
would admit, obſerved, that the old mouth of Veſuvius, 
whoſe ſides before were about fifty palms higher than the 
plain, was filled with a fluid bituminous ſubſtance, mixed 
with melted metals, which turned the whole maſs of a bronze 
colour; and that the ftones which were inceſſantly project- 
ed from the mouth of the little mountain, fell with a noiſe 
reſembling that of a furious ſtorm of hail ttriking againſt the 
windows on this ſort of burning lake ; from which they 
were inſtantly reverberated, and, falling again on it, floated 
on its ſurface like a cork. The earth round- the mouth of- 
the volcano trembled prodigiouſly by the fall of fuch ama- 
_ zitg multitudes of ſtones as were projected from the month 
of the little mountain; and, after continuing about an hour 
in this manner, forced a paſſage through the cavities in the 
ſides of the old mouth, and divided itſelf, as before obſerved, 
into ſeveral torrents about ſix feet in depth. And it was 
computed that the quantity of matter which iſſued from the 
volcano during this eruption was ſufficient to have formed 
another mountain equal in magnitude to Veſuvius itſelf. 

During this whole time, the little mountain threw up at 
intervals not only ſtones, but alſo great quantities of aſhes 
and ſand, which the wind wafted to a conſiderable diſtance ; 
there likewiſe often iſſued from it large globes of fire, which 
darted upwards through the ſmoke, with a noiſe like that of 
the waves of the ocean during a violent ſtorm. But what 
ſeems very ſingular is, that none of the ſpectators could diſ- 
cover the paſſage through which theſe quantities of liquid 
matter or fire towed. | | 

Perhaps this burning fluid, being forced upwards with 
great violence from the bottom of the mountain by ſubter- 
_ Taneous winds and fires, and not being able to iſſue through 
the mouth of the little mountain, forced the cruſt which had 
been formed over the old mouth, filled the capacious hollow, 
and then opened itfelf a paſſage into the adjacent plain. 
| . That 


That this was really the caſe ſeems plain from the dreadful 
noiſe often heard at the beginning of the eruption; and 
which ceaſed the inſtant the fiery torrent began to flow from 
the mouth of the volcano. | on | 

The havock cauſed by this eruption is almoſt incredible: 

The country, which before ſmiled with plenty, now appeared 
like an arid 'waſte, and exhibited in every part the melar.- 

choly marks of horrid devaſtation. Let the reader figure to 
himſelf a number of fiery torrents, of above 150 feet in 
breadth, precipitating themſelves from the brow of a lofty 
mountain into the adjacent plain, and ſweeping away every 
thing in their paſſage; the ſky darkened with ſhowers of 
aſhes and burning ſtones, falling like the hail-ftones of a 
tempeſt on the fruitful fields; and at the ſame time the ſtench 
of ſulphur ſo ſtrong that no animal can live in it; and he 
will readily conceive what terrible havock muſt be made in 

_ that unhappy country, ent, 

But, beſides the general devaſtations cauſed by this terrible 
eruption, ſome very ſingular circumſtances attended it. 

At Torre del Greco, two men were found in a room into 
which neither fire nor aſhes came: They were lying on the 
floor, and to appearance faſt aſleep ; but the inſtant they were 

touched, in order to wake them, their bodies became imme- 
diately a heap of aſhes, though there did not appear the leaſt 
ſign of fire on their cloaths ; a circumſtance alſo obſerved in 
ſeveral pieces of furniture, Among ſeveral bodies which 
had been covered with torrents of fire and boiling water, one 
was diſcovered whole thighs were petrified like marble ; but 
every other part the ſame as a dead carcaſe generally ap- 
pears, In another place, a young man who fled with his fa- 
ther, perceiving that it was impoſſible to eſcape ore of the 

fiery rivers which was making towards them, climbed up a 
neizhbourivg tree; after the ſtream was paſt, he came 
down from the tree; but, ſtooping to embrace the dead bodies 
of his father and others, he himlelf expired upon it, ſuffoca- 
ted, in all probability, by the ſulphureous and bituminous cx - 
halations iſſuing from it. | | | 

Another perlon, flying from his houſe with one of his 
children in his arms, and leading another by the hand, was 

overtaken by one of theſe fiery ſtreams, which threw him on 

| the ground, and (wept away the two children, but did him no 
other damage than burning part of his cloaths. The ſact is

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recorded at Naples, and the truth of it atteſted by the perſon 
himſelf, and two others who ſaw the whole: But the mot 
ſurprifing thing is, that in the town of St. ſurio the fire burſt- 
ing into two rooms of the houſe of D. Flaminio di Coſtanzo, 
a Counſellor of State, it inſtantly conſumed all that was in 
one of the rooms, without hurting any thing in the other 
room, though full of ſtraw and corn. Theſe facts ate well 
atteſted, and therefore cannot, with any ſhew of reaſon, be 
doubted ; though I muſt confeſs, that the cauſes which pro- | 


duced ſuch wonderful effects require more philoſophy, than J 


am maſter of, to explain; and therefore ſhould be very glad 
to ſee them inveſtigated by any of your ingemious correſpon- 
dents. + by OT A.

HERE will be five eclipſes; three of the ſun, and 
two of the moon; but only one of each luminary will 
be viſible or ſeen in England, 


The firſt will be of the ſun, on the 8th of January, about 
3 o'clock in the morning, inviſible to us in Great Britain. 


The ſecond is a viſible eclipſe of the ſun, which will hap- 
pen the 4th Day of June, in the morning; which is expected 
to correſpond with the following brief calculation and type, 
referred to the meridian of Stamford, in Lincolnſhire.

It will not be 
viſible to us in Great Britain, but will be total in the ſouth 
parts of the world. 3 3 
The fourth eclipſe is another of the ſun, on the 28th 
of November, about half an hour after 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing ; but the moon having ſouth latitude, and augmented 
lkewiſe by her parallax, will render it inviſible to England. 
The fifth and laſt is a partial eclipſe of the moon, and vi. 
ſible, if tbe clouds interpoſe not, to us in Great Britain. It 
will fall on Wedneſday, the 13th day of December, in the 
morning, according to the brief calculation and ty pe as fol-
